Thank you for your letter re: Hettie House. I was using the Internet on a computer where I worked last 
week (as a “Temp.”) in Reno. My Juno email is “email only” no web service and no attachments. My 
brother, Jim Peters, is on AOL and I will give you his address at the bottom of this letter in case you want to 
send anything via the net. I work in Arizona in the Winter and return to Nevada & California for the hot 
summer months. Only phone I have is cell. and I live full time in a motorhome, so I use my parents address 
(above) . My brother is really getting into the Genealogy & he has been a great help to me. I hope to be back 
in Arizona by the end of Oct. 


I have not found any ties to GA or AL yet, but as you know, anything is possible. 


Elisha (Elijah)Taylor House (b.1872) was my grandfather, had a sister, Hettie, 2 years younger than him. It 
appears that all of the children were born in TN, probably Hardin Co. or Smith Co. and that they left for TX 
after 1872 because they were in Freestone Co., in the 1880 Census. The family was not happy about Robert’s 
marriage to a “younger woman’, I suspect that is why my grandfather “headed toward Indian Territory” not 
long after but not sure what happened to Hettie, who would have been about 12 at the time of the 2 nd. 
marriage. Several of the older brothers are buried at Streetman, TX, where their mother, Jane, was buried in 
1885. There are some court records, marriage, etc. that were not claimed by anyone when I was there in 
1993 but I had very little information at the time and haven’t followed up on them (Next on my list) 


No, I haven’t been in contact with Billie House--Please feel free to pass this information on to her or give me 
her address, etc. or give her mine, Would love toe touch base with her.

My 
ancestors were Devereux or Devereaux, and my ggrandfather married the 
younger Hettie House. I can’t find her mother, Hettie Webb House, after the 
1860 census in MS, and knew that they had gone to TX and AR, but had no 
idea that they went to Rusk County, TX. This is a very interesting bit of 
information — the Monte Verde Plantation in Rusk County belonged to 
Julien Sidney Devereaux, formerly of Conecuh County, (Andalusia) AL. It 
has been obvious for some time that the Webb’s and Devereux’s traveled 
together through NC, GA, AL and on into MS, but I didn’t realize that they 
had gone onto TX until your note. 

After seeing what you send, I will gather anything that we have that’s not in 
your pages and send to you. Have you ever been in contact with a Billie 
House? She has also done quite a bit of research. Again, thank you for your 
help.
